At 3, 4, 5, and 6 he won on the flat, where more than 
half his victories were scored. However, he also won 
over the jumps, switched back and forth between the 
flat and steeplechasing and was an outstanding winner 
in both. 


Deprived of racing at 2, he missed the dashes, but 
won at practically every distance at which he ran 
from 1144 to 242 miles. 


Time and again he gave displays of stamina which 
gained for him the admiration of French horsemen. In 
1945, *Flushing II started the season winning on the 
flat. He was switched to the jumps where he won at 
25/16 miles. With only one day’s rest, he won again 
at 25/16 miles. He then resumed a winning campaign 
on the flat. He was a stakes winner of more than Ses x: 
2,350,000 francs.

$248,745. He is the youngest of five sires to sire six $100,000 winners, including Better Belf, 
Be Faithful, Bymeabond, Burning Dream, Brookfield, and Blue Border. Bimelech is the only 
living Futurity winner to sire a Futurity winner. His 2-year-old Guillotine, won the 1949

mentioned stakes winners by Bimelech, he is also the sire of Alfoxie, Sir Bim, Blunt Remark, 
Bimlette, and others.

Included is the stakes winner Slam Bang (broke a bone in his foot 
and taken out of training in the spring of 1949), and Swap Out and One Hitter, both placed 
in stakes. His second crop, 2-year-olds of 1949, include five winners and another to place.

Dr. Pessolano bought and imported 
seven Argentine horses last year. They 
had. so far as IT know. no distinguished 
records in the other America. At least 
*Chicle 2nd didn’t. because he cost “be- 
2.500 and $3.000." He started 
vetting good late in the fall, and he was 
ready to race at Tropical Park. Well. it 
did seem as if an unknown Argentine- 
bred. making his first start, would be 
safe in a $7.500 claiming race. and that’s 
where he started. But he came out of it in 
new ownership, and the $12.825 he has 
earned so far is all for Palatine. 

Dr. Pessolano has a notion that some- 
body in the stable talked more with his 
face than he should have. whether by 
accident or design. But J. H. Pierce. who

PERIL. The thought has occurred to 
me more at Jamaica than at Hialeah. 
but there is a sort of gnawing worry 
in this corner. More and more money 
is being spent on education, and I sup- 
pose more printed matter on educational 
subjects is being distributed all the time. 
Well. if this goes on until everybody gets 
smart, who is going to stand in line to 
lose his money? 

For this reason the growing tendency 
to divert race track profits into colleges 
and universities may ultimately prove to 
be a well-meant form of hari-kari. The 
logical conclusion, going in the other di- 
rection, is that a man who wants to 
perpetuate racing ought to go out now and 
then and burn down a school. 


DRAINAGE. Perhaps a more imme- 
diate danger is the inclination to make 
up for diminishing support by increasing 
the number of races. It was done in New 
York to run the total number to eight a 
day. and Hialeah is having a number 
of nine-race days. It is hard to say how 
much help this is. Obviously it has noth- 
ing to do with attendance. And obviously 
the people who de come have no more 
money to lose. Nine races will get what 
they have quicker. all right. but I'm not 
convinced they will yield any more over 
the 120-day Florida season. Maybe so. 
but it isnt proved. 

Of course the horseplayers have the 
remedy for this in their own hands. All 
they need to do is walk out in large num- 
hers before the ninth race. This is going 
on to some extent at Hialeah, but not yet 
enough to make the final event an un- 
profitable proposition. 


REVERSAL. | keep reading that stim- 
ulating a horse won't make him run any 
faster. which will come as a surprise to 
the older trainers who stimulated horses

THE PRIX DE L’ARC DE TRIOMPHE, key race in determining the leading 
French 3-year-olds, was an open affair three-sixteenths of a mile from the 
finish. The winner (passing on the outside) was Coronation, the top weight 
in Godolphin Darley’s handicap, which was published in last week’s Blood- 
Horse. Coronation’s weight was 138 pounds. Amour Drake (second from 
the rail) and Bagheera were tied for second best with 134 pounds. Double 
Rose (next to Coronation in the picture), was fifth with 132 pounds.

Earning Totals and Distribution 
Of 2- Year-Old Runners in 1948 


Among the problems which confront the 
breeder and owner is the calculation of 
the odds in respect to the probable de- 
gree of success of any given horse, or 
group of horses. One of the basic factors 
in making this estimate has always re- 
mained unknown—the distribution of a 
population of horses according to their 
earnings. Such  distribution—that is, 
classification—is an essential part of the 
background which is necessary for any 
calculation of odds. 


The following is a report on an ex- 
ploration of this field. It has to do with 
the racing performances of the 2-year-olds 
which raced in North America in 1948. 
The earnings index, which compares all 
records with the average earnings per 
starter for the year ($2,689), has been 
used instead of dollars, since it will make 
the results more easily comparable to 
those of later years. Most of the data 
given here is of a kind never before made 
available. 

In 1948 there were 3,247 2-year-olds 
which raced at least once. This is 50 
per cent of the foals of 1946 registered 
with The Jockey Club. That is to say, 
half the available horsepower in this age 
division never got to the starting gate, 
much less the winner’s circle. 

The 3,247 2-year-olds constituted 16 per (progeny

cent of the total of 20,254 horses raced 
in 1948. They earned $7,508,899. which 
is 13.8 per cent of the total of $54,436. 
063 distributed in North America during 
the year. The average-earnings index of 
the group was .860. That is, the per. 
starter average for 2-year-olds was 86 per 
cent of the general average of $2.689, 
The 2-year-olds, to say it in terms of dol- 
lars, earned an average of $2.313. per 
starter. (By subtraction, it is seen that 
the 17.007 older horses averaged $2,759.) 


COMPARISON BY SEX. There were 
1.677 colts and geldings which raced at 
two in 1948, and 1.570 fillies. The males 
earned a total of $4.526.100 and had a 
group index of 1.004; that is, they aver- 
aged $2,700 in earnings. or 1.004 times 
the general average of $2,689.

The 1,570 fillies had gross earnings of | 
$2,982,799 and an index of .707; their av- | 
erage earnings were $1,900, or .707 times 
the general average. 

Thus a random group of 2-year-old 
fillies may be expected to win about seven. 
tenths of the average to be earned by a 
random group of colts and geldings. The 
fillies, of course, and especially those in 
the higher earnings brackets, will have 
considerable value for breeding——a role } 
which will be denied to a larger propor- 
tion of the males. } 


THE ODDS. However, averages are 
not much help to the breeder or owner

who wishes to estimate the odds. The aver- 
age horse does not win the average money, 
but a great deal less. Two per cent of the 
colts and geldings, for instance, won 
about a third of all the money in that di- 
yision, leaving two-thirds to be distributed 
among the other 98 per cent. Instead of 
averages we must consider the classifica- 
tion of horses at various earnings levels. 

The following tabulation shows this 
distribution. The males and females are 
considered separately, and the number 
falling in each category is given. The 
percentage columns are cumulative—and 
these are the figures which reveal the 
odds. For instance, it will be noted that 
two-tenths of one per cent of the colts and 
geldings earned as much as 30 times the 
average ($80,670 or more). Dropping 
further down the column, 1.8 per cent 
earned as much as six times the average 
($16,134 or more). On the fillies’ side, 1.3 
per cent won as much as six times the 
average. 

The money totals alongside the index 
groups indicate the minimum earnings in 
each group. For instance, a horse in the 
.200-to-.399 category earned at least $538, 
but not over $1,075.

It will be noted that the tabulation is 
heavily loaded at the bottom. Of the colts 


and geldings, 28 per cent earned nothing 


at all, and of the fillies, 35 per cent. Fifty- 
five per cent of the males earned less 
than four-tenths of the general average 
(less than $1.076), and 62 per cent of the 
fillies. Of the colts and geldings, 26.7 
earned more than the general average, 
and 20.4 per cent of the fillies. 

If you take a pin, close your eyes, and 
set the pin down on the list of 2-year- 
old colts and geldings which raced, the 
chances, as indicated by the cumulative

dred, or 36 in a thousand, that you will 
strike one which has earned as much as 
four times the average ($10.756). The 
chances are 19 in a hundred that you will 
find one which has earned 1.4 times the 
average ($3,765) or more. Ete. 

But in breeding race horses the blind- 
fold-and-pin method is not to be recom- 
mended any more than with the program 
at the race track. It is, as a matter of 
fact. far more expensive on the farm than 
on the track; at the races you can quit 
whenever you like, and the odds are not 
so heavily against you. 

The essential problem. then. is to choose 
breeding stock with your eyes wide open, 
and thus to slant the probabilities in your 
favor as much as possible. On this we 
shall have some comments in a later issue.

Caskey Auction 
Averages $8,061 


A dispersal of the horses-in-training and 
breeding stock owned by the late W. E. 
Caskey was held at Bramble Farm, the 
Caskey establishment near Lexington, on 
the afternoon of February 7. The 13 head 
brought a total of $104.800, average $8.- 
061. 

Top individual in the sale, and the cen- 
ter of interest among both breeders and 
trainers, was the 5-year-old mare Dan- 
dilly, winner of the Myrtlewood Handicap 
and other races. The daughter of Roman 
Cadenza. by *Pharamond 2nd, viewed 
as both a breeding and racing prospect- 
she has been in light training this winter 
—went to Dan B. Midkiff. agent. for $42.- 
000. It was announced afterward that 
Mr. Midkiff represented Coldstream Stud 
in this purchase. For the same _ estab- 
lishment he bought the mare Bramble 
Bug (by Display out of a sister to Bull 
Lea) for $7.500. and Sweet Woman( Ro- 
man—Bramble Bug) for $11.500. He also 
represented Dr. Leon  Levy’s Jaclyn 
Stable in the purchase of the 2-year-old 
colt Net Result (a half brother, by Al- 
quest, to Dandilly). and he bought for the 
account of Dr. William Kenney the 3- 
year-old filly Pandora (Unbreakable 
Bramble Bug). 

The two yearlings in the sale averaged 
$3.450: the six broodmares brought $38.- 
700, average $6,450: the two 2-year-olds 
averaged $5.400; and the two 3-year-olds 
averaged $3,200.

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Infectious Equine Encephalomyelitis 


Equine encephalomyelitis is an infec- 
tious disease caused by virus of at least 
two types in the United States. These 
virus types are called eastern and west- 
ern strains because of the geographical 
occurrence, 

In general the eastern strain causes 
the disease east of the Allegheny moun- 
tains. and the western strain in the coun- 
try to the west. Both have crossed this 
divisional line. and with the modes of 
travel today further cross-infections will 
be inevitable. 

Losses due to equine encephalomye- 
litis have been reported for at least 35 
years in this country. The 1947 report 
made by the Bureau of Animal Industry 
records the highest mortality in our his- 
tory. The lowest number of cases ever 
reported occurred in 1948. Thus ir- 
regular pattern of annual occurrence is 
demonstrated. 

The disease occurs during any month 
of the year. but is most prevalent during 
the summer months (June to Novem- 
her). All animals not vaccinated are 
susceptible regardless of age. Usually 
only a few animals in a group are af- 
fected. or at least only a few have notice- 
able symptoms. 

\ few years ago a rancher living sev- 
eral miles from the main road, on a 
small creek, asked me to look at a half- 
bred Shetland pony. The pony had in- 
fectious equine encephalomyelitis (some- 
times called sleeping sickness). 

Several days later his neighbor down 
the creek a few miles nearer the highway 
had one of his horses affected. His horse 
was one of a team that had helped with 
the haying on the neighbor’s ranch. Four 
miles right down the creek to the high- 
way another rancher reported that he had 
a horse affected. 
over the fence from one of the pastures 
at Fort Robinson. Neb. Although there 
were many cases the 


The last case occurred 


countryside 
around the Fort) that year. there were 
none on the post. Here there was a con- 
centration of several hundred herses. but 
all had been vaccinated. 

The disease can be transmitted by 
mosquitoes. At the present time. biting 
insects and particularly certain species 
of mosquitoes are thought to be the 
means of transmitting equine encephale 
mvelitis, Migratory birds may play a 
part in the spread of it. It has been 
found naturally in ring-necked pheasants 
and pigeons. 

During the year 1947 there were 8.716 
reported cases in the United States. 


Thirty-three states reported having one 
or more cases. Fifty-eight per cent of 
the affected animals died. The eastern 
type virus was more deadly than the 
western type. 


SYMPTOMS. Symptoms of this dis- 
ease are variable. but always take the 
form of psychic derangement. That is. 
all recognizable cases seem to follow this 
pattern. but some believe that there are 
horses which do not show visible symp- 
toms although they have the disease. In 
this respect as well as the epidemiology, 
it is similar to poliomyelitis (infantile 
paralysis) of the human. 


The derangements shown may be mild 
and consist only of dullness, inappetence, 
and depression. or they may be sudden 
and violent excitement. The pulse is fast 
and the temperature high. Each case 
seems a little different from the last one. 
Usually by the time a veterinarian is 
called there are advanced symptoms. 
Some horses I have seen walked aimless- 
ly about the pasture. head down. mouth 
open. and stumbling over the smallest 
objects. Others stand in the barn, trem- 
bling with excitement as the sweat pours 
from their belly. 


I saw one walk through the side of a 
barn. pushing a way through with his 
head, only to fall dead in the barnyard 
below. Another horse which a_ boy 
thought was a little lazy as he rode him 
for the mail. fell in a semi-coma at the 
mail box. This horse kept his legs mov- 
ing as if he were still walking. and 
ground his teeth constantly. (By the 
way. this one recovered fully!) Some 
horses do recover completely. others die. 
and others recover only to be known as 
“dummies.” They are stupid. irrespon- 
sible. unco-ordinated animals. 


While coursing jackrabbits with my 
greyhounds one afternoon got a_par- 
ticularly hard run and took the dogs to 
a ranch te cool them at the water tank. 

The owner was glad to see me. for he 
had a sick mare. We examined her aud 
found her to be in the early stages of 
the encephalomyelitis complex. She was 
an aged mare with a cancerous growth 
caused by an old barbed-wire cut on one 
front foot. Sinee she was of little value 
I recommended that she be destroyed. 
The owner did not agree. for he wanted 
one more foal from her. [I volunteered 
to help him save her. 


Several weeks later the local doctor 
informed me that the rancher had died. 


The state laboratories had just informed 
him that the cause of death was the 
virus of equine encephalomyelitis. The 
doctor thought I might be interested in 
the case. The last time I ran my grey- 
hounds over that prairie I saw the mare 
with a new-born foal following her limp- 
ing footsteps. 


VACCINE. From 1942 until 1947 
there were 162.384 U. S. Army animals 
vaccinated against equine encephalomye- 
litis. exclusive of the National Guard, 
Coast Guard and ROTC unit animals. 
In some cases, as at Fort Reno, Okla., 
and Fort Robinson, Nebr.. there were 
concentrations of several hundred ani- 
mals in the midst of a countryside where 
the disease was not rare. 


Many U. S. Army Remount stallions 
were standing at farms and_ ranches 
where civilian animals contracted the 
disease. Yet, during all of that time 
not a single case of equine encephalomye- 
litis occurred in Army animals. A_bival- 
ent intradermic vaccine. protecting 
against both eastern and western type 
virus. prepared by the laboratory of the 
Veterinary Division. Medical Department 
Research and Graduate School, was used 
during this period. 

IT have vaccinated several thousand 
horses and have never seen one die as a 
result of this vaccination. During the 
days of the old intramuscular injections 
of vaccine. there were sometimes severe 
reaction and so-called “cold abscesses.” 
Reactions. thought to he anaphylactic, 
were noted. No severe reactions follow 
the intradermie vaccination. Occasionaliy 
a horse will react as if he had a colic. 
Sometimes they lie down and roll or per- 
spire. These reactions. although rare, 
may occur in the same animal each time 
it is vaceinated. The reaction usually 
passes quickly. without treatment. A 
small local swelling is made at the site 
of the intradermal injection and may 
persist for some time. It is of no con- 
sequence. Army horses and mules were 
given two injections of the bivalent vac- 
cine. with an interval of one week  be- 
tween injections. 

A disease with a mortality rate such 
as this one (58 per cent in 1947 and 35 
per cent in 1948) is not to be regarded 
lightly. It is not inconceivable that 
equine encephalomyelitis might become a 
public health problem. Prompt co-opera- 
tion with health officials and 100 per cent 
vaccination of horses in any area will 
effectively control this disease.

Balladier Dies 


In 1942 Colonel E. R. Bradley offered 
to sell either Blue Larkspur or Balladier 
because of the similar breeding of the two 
stallions. Balladier was by Black Toney— 
Blue Warbler. by *North Star 3rd. and 
Blue Larkspur was by Black Servant (a 
son of Black Toney) out of Blossom Time. 
by *North Star 3rd. The bloodlines of 
these horses ran through many of the 
Bradley mares. and as Bimelech. another 
son of Black Toney. was also at stud 
at the farm, the decision was made to 
offer either Balladier or Blue Larkspur 
for sale. 
Joe A. Goodwin. owner of Patchen 
Wilkes Farm. Lexington. made a success- 
ful bid for Balladier. while Colonel Brad- 
ley kept the older Blue Larkspur. Mr. 
Goodwin said the age of the two stallions 
was one of the determining factors in his 
purchase. Blue Larkspur was foaled in 
1926. and Balladier was foaled in 1932. 
Balladier’s first season at stud was in 
1937 at the Idle Hour Stock Farm of Colo- 
nel Bradley. He had gotten the stakes 
winners Bryan Station and Red Sonnet 
before he was purchased by Mr. Goodwin 
and moved to Patchen Wilkes Farm for 
the season of 1943. 
On February 3. 1950. Balladier died of 
an intestinal disorder acquired two days 
earlier. His death came only a few days 
after the arrival at the farm. for stud 
duty. of his son Papa Redbird. which had 
been a stakes winner in 1948 and 1949. 
and earned more than $100.000. 
The racing career of Balladier was 
short-lived but brilliant. He made five 
starts and won three races at two. his 
only vear to race. His earnings amounted 
to $18.320 in the depression year of 1934. 
and although beaten in the Futurity by 
Joseph E. Widener’s Chance Sun. he was 
rated on equal terms with the Widener 
horse. 
In his first start, Balladier came from 
behind to win an allowance event from 
Ouragan, Credulous. and Firethorn. A 
few days later. he led all the way to 
win the United States Hotel Stakes. In 
the beaten field were Today. Polar Flight. 
Omaha. and Try Sympathy. He won the 
Champagne Stakes in new track record 
time (1:16°5) for 614 furlongs. In the 
Belmont Futurity. Balladier was jammed 
at the start and forced into last place. 
but managed to finish second to Chance 
Sun. Because of injuries received in the 
Futurity he was not raced again. 
Retired to stud. he has sired numerous 
stakes winners including the world rec- 


ord holder Ky. Colonel, Double Jay, Spy 


Song, and Papa Redbird. Ky. Colonel’s 
world record was made at Washington 
Park in 1949. His time: 1:2125 for 7% 
mile. two-fifths faster than the former rec- 
ord. Other stakes winners are Best Re- 
ward. Miss Balladier. and Balladette. 

Balladier was buried at Mr. Goodwin's 
Patchen Wilkes Farm. at Lexington. Mr. 
Goodwin plans to erect a marker at the 
grave.

The Foaling Man Takes Over, 
The Equipment Is Made Ready 


DEAR BOsSs: 

On a recent evening, our foaling man 
arrived. The regular night watchman 
staved with him the first night to ac- 
quaint him with any unusual activities. 

Our foaling man is with us each year 
from sometime in January until our last 
foal arrives. He is a specialist. He com- 
mands a very good salary. and is one of 
the two or three very best men of this 
type in the Blue Grass. His arrival marks 
the beginning of our busy period. The 
next few months will find us each eve- 
ning wishing the days were longer. The 
activities connected with breeding. teas- 
ing. and foaling, all come at once. 

On a large farm it is almost impossible 
to get the required work done each day. 
It is almost always necessary to work at 
your desk at night. The work of tomorrow 
must be carefully planned. The reactions 
of your mares must be closely watched 
and studied. During the day. when we are 
teasing. we are hurried. Notes are made. 
and they should be studied at night with 
a glance backward to your teasing sheets 
of previous years. The extra work during 
this season makes it possible for us to 
shift the regular night watchman to the 
day work. This man. through his making 
rounds several times a night and watering 
the stock, is familiar with each mare. He. 
therefore, is of great assistance to me in 
teasing. 

Our foaling man has been with me 
ever since I first went to work in Ken- 


tucky. I consider him an old friend and 
a very wise one. During my first year as 
a farm manager he showed me everything 
that he knew. His experience goes back 
many years, and it is hard to imagine 
any circumstance that he has not  en- 
countered before. His judgment is as 
good as his experience is long. 

I recall one particularly severe winter 
when we had 89 mares to foal. With much 
snow and wind and freezing weather, it 
was an experience that I will not forget. 
Our foaling barn could only accommodate 
16 mares. This meant that any mares that 
foaled before they were due would in all 
probability be out in one of the regular 
broodmare barns. We always had to be 
on guard so that one of these early mares 
would not begin delivery without our 
knowledge. During the storms that were 
frequent that winter, it meant that the 
mare would have to be foaled away from 
electric lights, hot water, and telephone. 

One particularly savage night we had 
five foals. Three of them were in the 
foaling barn. and two were in a regular 
broodmare barn that was the coldest barn 
on the farm. The mares timed the arrival 
of the little ones so that after each de- 
livery L would just be back in bed and 
asleep a few minutes before the phone 
would ring again. 

The first four foals were normal. The 
fifth, a first foal from a mare that had 
raced very hard, was an abnormal de- 
livery. By the time I arrived at the barn, 
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where this mare had suddenly decided to 
foal ahead of time, she was already in 
trouble. The foal’s head and one leg had 
begun to emerge. The foal was upside 
down and the second front leg in such 
a position that we could not possibly foal 
her. After running to the phone and call- 
ing the vet, I gave her an injection to 
relax her so that she would not strain 
in an effort to expel the foal. We wished 
to keep her as quiet as possible until the 
vet arrived. 

The injection had little effect. She was 
in heavy labor, and the next half-hour 
was a nightmare. I walked the mare as 
fast as I could in a circle within her stall, 
with the foaling man trying to force the 
foal back into the mare so we could turn 
him over and untangle his feet. The vet 
arrived at about the time we were ex- 
hausted, and then after two hours more 
we finally delivered the mare of a foal that 
was much beat up in appearance and very 
weak from the manhandling we had given 
him. The mare was so exhausted that 
she did not rise for several hours after 
delivering the foal. Since that time things 
have apparently been easier for this par- 
ticular foal. I recently noticed that he 
had won a race at Arlington Park this 
summer. 


THE SCHEDULE. Our foaling sched- 
ule for this year is not severe. We now 
have 29 mares on the farm that will foal 
here. We expect two others to arrive this 
month. Of the 29 here now, 15 belong 
to the farm and 14 are boarding mares. 
Five will foal during February, eight 
during March, ten during April, and six 
during May. This is not a bad schedule, 
but I do wish that the first foal could 
be delayed until March. January and 
February foals are usually the ones that 
cause a farm manager the most work 
and worry. If the weather is bad, it is 
sometimes impossible to get them out of 
the barn until they are several weeks old. 
This means that both dam and foal, full 
of energy, are likely to be injured in their 
stall. It also means that when they are 
turned out, the mare will take off on a 
long run in seeming disregard of her 
foal. who labors along behind. By the 
time the mare is quiet the foal is usually 
exhausted, and will lie down on the wet, 
cold ground. We try to bring them in be- 
fore this happens as the navel area is 
still not completely healed and is an easy 
place to pick up colds and infections. 

On the second night. the foaling man 
and I went over his equipment. This con- 
sists of two stainless steel pails, a pint 
of Therapagen. which is a mild disin- 
fectant, large and small bandage scissors, 
several Derby tail bandages, cotton, Ivory 
soap. clean towels, tincture of Zepherine,

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for use on the navel, colic medicine, a 
two-quart douche can with attached small 
rubber hose about five feet long with a 
rounded end and a clamp on the hose to 
shut off the water supply.

in an empty bucket. put the end of the 
tube from the tank in the bucket.

so the foal will usually be kicking and 
rattling his head around. 

A further word about the foal’s enema. 
I have seen a pump used in place of the 
gravity flow of water supplied by 
douche can. The pump 
to me to be rather dangerous. I have 
heard of people blithely pumping away 
and rupturing the intestines of a foal. 1 
have never seen this happen, but it is en- 
tirely possible. In most cases, one or two 
cans of lukewarm sudsy water will do the 
trick. A little gentle manipulation with 
the rounded end of the hose will generally 
break up any impaction. If we encounter 
a difficulty of this sort. we usually insert 
about two ounces of mineral oil in the 
rectum. To do this we use an ordinary 
medicine svringe.

After checking over our equipment, the 
foaling man, the foreman, and I went over 
the 29 mares we expect to foal. Since we 
do not expect a foal until a little later. 
we were fortunate in not finding any signs 
of imminent motherhood. Our inspection 
was really to determine which of the 
mares had been sutured during the pre- 
vious breeding season. 

It is usual that the sewing up of an 
old mare is more extreme than for a 
young mare. This means that the opening 
is much smaller. It is, therefore. necessary 
to use a sterile pair of bandage scissors 
and open the mare just before she is 
ready to foal. It is not a good practice 
to open a mare too far in advance of 
foaling because the raw edges of the cut 
are likely to grow together again. We 
found eight mares that would require 
opening. Four of these were old mares 
that had been pretty thoroughly sewed 
up. If we were negligent and did not 
open these mares, they would tear in all 
directions and present a very difficult job 
for the veterinarian to patch up. It would 
also make the business of delivery much 
harder. 

A visiting mare of last winter was un-

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at the University of Kentucky, has figures 
showing that if mares are clean at foal- 
ing time, the foal will be approximately 
15 weeks old before any strongyle eggs 
appear in the feces. 


Dr. Todd is responsible for the saying: 
“Clean mares mean clean foals.” This 
was amply proven on our farm. In June 
of 1948 our mares had an average egg 
count of 730. Their foals during the same 
week had an egg count of 560. The mares 
were placed on a two-gram-per-day sched- 
ule of phenothiazine, but the foals re- 
ceived no treatment whatsoever. 


The following week the mares dropped 
abruptly to an average count of 30 eggs. 
rhis same week the foals dropped to an 
average count of 105 eggs. Two weeks 
later the foals’ average was 20. Three 
weeks after this the foals’ average egg 
count was 5. During this period of de- 
crease, the foal received no direct pheno- 
thiazine. It is possible that the foal man- 
aged to eat a very minute quantity of the 
drug because it had been thoroughly 
mixed with the feed in the mare’s tub. 
While our foals have their own feed 
buckets, they usually eat some of the 
dam’s ration. The mare is unfortunate in 
this respect. She is tied to her tub and 
cannot reach the foal’s bucket. 

A word might be in order here about 
two mares of cur mares that refuse to stay 


tied to their feed tub. Our usual arrange- 
ment is a light chain, attached to the 
wall with a screw-eye. This chain has 
at its loose end a snap which is fastened 
to the mare’s halter. The two mares in 
question would break the chains every 
day. Several unsuccessful methods of cor- 
recting this were tried. Finally we ob- 
tained a heavy screen door spring about 
an inch and a quarter in diameter and 14 
inches long. This was attached to the 
wall with the chain being fastened to it. 
We have no further trouble with these 
two mares. 

I have written quite a lot about pheno- 
thiazine. From what I have said it is easy 
to see that I am a firm believer in its 
use. Perhaps my judgment is prema- 
ture, but our first crop of foals that 
had any appreciable quantity of pheno- 
thiazine were 2-year-olds last year. Sev- 
enty-five per cent of them won and the 
other 25 per cent were never out of the 
money. Furthermore, the worm-control 
methods used on this particular group 
were not as thorough as the method we 
are using now. Some people have told 
me that in their opinion the use of 
phenothiazine makes it more difficult to 
get mares in foal. This may be true, but 
the experience we have had with it to 
date does not indicate that it is. Last 
year we got 88 per cent of our mares in 


foal.

THE SCALES. You recently asked 
me about weights on the newly turned 
yearlings. There is a wide range here be- 
tween the early foals and the late foals, 
January and February foals on the aver- 
age should weigh (by December 31) bet- 
ter than 700 pounds. Late May and June 
foals will probably weigh about 550 to 
600 pounds. Any farm that has more 
than five or six foals would, if they 
weighed their stock each month, find that 
the average weight gained per month on 
foals would be about as follows: June— 
85 pounds; July—85 pounds; August— 
75 pounds; September—50 pounds; Oc- 
tober—40 pounds; November—60 pounds; 
December—40 pounds. 

This rate of growth will bring the 
average foal to a weight of approximately 
650 pounds on January 1 as a yearling. 
This will vary because of several factors. 
I have weighed foals for five years, and 
I find that the weather has a great deal 
to do with their growth. 

First. severe cold weather will cut the 
average gain per head all the way from 
10 to 30 pounds, depending upon. its 
severity. Cold weather always comes 
when the nutrition available from pastur- 
age is at its lowest ebb. 

Second, dry weather also has the same 
effect, but is not quite as drastic. Illness 
on the part of the mare or foal is also

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reflected in a slowing down of the ani- 
mal’s growth. 

I can find no great difference between 
colts and fillies until about May of their 
yearling year. At this time the colts will 
gain, on the average, several pounds a 
month more than the fillies. It should be 
understood that all five crops of foals that 
I have weighed each month have been 
animals that were fed each day. Their 
dams also were fed. I do not know what 
a weight chart would look like on a group 
of foals that were turned out with their 
dams, with neither of them receiving any 
feed except what is available from pas- 
turage. 

There are two reasons why we weigh 
our foals each month. The first is my be- 
lief that, barring accidents and sickness, 
the animal that turns out to be a good 
race horse is one that grows steadily and 
is not affected particularly by extremes 
of heat or cold. One particular crop of 
foals that I raised and weighed convinced 
me of this. Two of the year’s top three 
fillies were in this crop, and one of the 
year’s top three colts. The second reason 
is that by arranging your weight charts 
in sequence of foaling dates, you some- 
times discover an animal that is not grow- 
ing normally. Investigation will usually 
unearth what is wrong. When this is cor- 
rected it is very satisfying to see the foal 
start climbing in weight toward that at- 


tained by others in its own age group. 
At a later date I will give you more com- 
plete information about weights and what 
| look for on the monthly weight charts. 


STALLIONS. The book of our young- 
est stallion was closed yesterday. We had 
attempted to hold him to 30 mares, but 
by mischance wound up with 31. The rea- 
son we have the extra season is somewhat 
amusing. Last year a man from the East 
booked a mare fresh out of training to 
our horse. We did not board the mare. 
but sent her to a neighboring farm that 
takes care of our overflow during the 
breeding season. The mare arrived in 
February and was in heat at that time. 
She was not bred. because it was obvious 
she was in the midst of a long false-heat 
period experienced by most maiden and 
barren mares early in the year. Since it 
is almost impossible to get a mare in foal 
during this period, the usual practice is 
to let them go out of season, and then ap- 
proximately 18 days later, when they 
come in again, they are bred. 

The mare in question stayed in heat 
for about three weeks after her arrival. 
She then was out of season for 19 days. 
This meant that there was a time lapse 
of nearly six weeks between the mare’s 
arrival in Kentucky and the day she was 
bred. But two weeks after the mare’s 
arrival at the neighboring farm, I re-

ceived a frantic long distance telephone 
call from her owner. He could not under- 
stand why his mare had not been bred. 
I must admit that since the mare was in 
a Jong false-heat period at this time. I had 
difficulty in convincing him that we knew 
what we were doing. 


I thought that we had succeeded. but 
two weeks later the phone rang again. It 
was the same man. At this time his mare 
was out of season, but he could not un- 
derstand why I was not willing to send 
for her the next day and breed her. | 
think that I succeeded during this second 
phone conversation in explaining to him 
that only nature dictates when a mare is 
to be bred, and that even at best, it is a 
dificult job for a man to determine the 
exact time when she should be bred. 


After all this difficulty, we were un- 
able to get the mare in foal. She has spent 
the summer at my neighbor’s boarding 
farm and when talking to him yesterday 
| discovered that it is the owner’s inten- 
tion to have this mare bred back to our 
stallion this year. In view of the difficulty 
we experienced with this man last year. 
I have decided to breed the mare this 
season so that we do not get into another 
controversy with the owner.

would like to breed the mare back this 
season. He failed to answer this letter. be- 
ing, I suppose, under the assumption that 
the contract for 1949 held good this year. 
In the case of a horse that stands on a 
live-foal basis this is not so, and a new 
contract should be made each year. If we 
had had a large book for our stallion. 
this owner would now be scurrying around 
trying to book his mare at the last 
minute. The fact that we only take 30 
mares to our stallions is the only reason 
that we are able to help this man out, as 
the addition of one mare does not dras- 
tically change the picture. 

Many people whose means of livelihood 
is not connected with the race track, but 
who race one or two horses. are extremely 
ignorant of the facts of equine life. An 
example of this happened to me_ several 
years ago when | was helping a man 
decide which of two stallions he would 
send his mare to. 

T had pointed out that the resulting 
foal from stallion No. 1 would in all prob- 
ability be fast. but have very little stam- 
ina. Regarding stallion No. 2. my advice 
was that much more stamina would be 
evident. but that the offspring of this 
stallion would. as a rule. not be the kind 
of horse that would win 2-year-old races 
in January and February. | did an honest 
job of pointing out the merits of each 
stallion. The decision was up to him. He 
leaned against the fence. chewing medi- 
tatively on a blade of grass. and said in 
all seriousness. “Why don’t we give her 


a cover from each stud and mix. that 
speed and that stamina?” (Quotation 
edited. ) 

This mare was boarded at our farm. 


Her owner called me at least twice a week 
during the entire breeding season. He 
absolutely refused to believe that his 
mare could only be bred at certain times. 
He swore that it didn’t make sense. and 
I am convinced that he thought I was 
a nincompoop. I am sure that by now he 
knows [ am one, for he bred the mare to 
the second. stallion. supposedly the one 
that would not give him a quick 2-vear- 
old. The charts of recent racing show 
that the offspring of this mating won the 
third 2-vear-old race run in January. 
By the way. the mare I mentioned in 
my last letter—the one we were treating 
for Iyvmphangitis—is well on the way to 
recovery, and has progressed to the point 
that we now are able to turn her out. 
Thought you'd like te know hew_ she’s 
getting along. With best regards. sincerely.

= BOSWELL was regarded by John B. Campbell to be the top 
2-year-old of 1945—one of the best 2-year-olds he has rated on the 
Experimental Handicap—witness the 128 pounds given him on the 
Handicap. 

Lord Boswell won his last four starts as a 2-year-old. In the first 
he led all the way to beat Assault. In the second, the Remsen Handi- 
cap, he came from behind in the stretch to beat They Say, Marine 
Victory, etc. In the third, an allowance race, he set the pace all 
the way, won by five from Mighty Story and Star Pilot. His final race 
at 2, saw Lord Boswell give five pounds to Mighty Story, 6 to 13 to the 
others and then circle the field in the Endurance H., and win by 
three lengths. 

At 3 Lord Boswell won the Blue Grass Stakes with an impressive 
stretch run, barely missed overtaking Assault in the Preakness by a 
neck after a belated stretch run. In the one-mile Dick Welles Stakes 
at Chicago Lord Boswell was off to a slow start. He came into the 
stretch in ninth ploce, 15 lengths behind the leaders, but got up to 
win by a half-length from With Pleasure, Pep Well, Mighty Story, 
Pellicle, Marine Victory, etc. An injury in the Classic Stakes put 
him on the sidelines thereafter. He won over $100,000.

Condition Books, Taxation, 
Management, Public Relations 


The National Association of State Rac- 
ing Commissioners held its annual conven- 
tion this week at Mexico City. THe Bioop- 
Horse was represented there by J. A. 
Estes, who will report on the meetings 
after his return. The following are among 
the important addresses made at the con- 
vention, and are excerpts from advance 
copies supplied by the NASRC secretary. 
Mrs. A. E. Smith 


The Condition Book 


(Address on Condition Books. By J. A. 
Estes, of Tut Bioop-Horsr and the Re- 
search Bureau of the American Thorough- 
bred Breeders Association.) 


... LT limit myself to this field because 
it is the conditions of the races actually 
run which establish the essential con- 
tinuity between racing and breeding. They 
determine the degree to which that con- 
tinuity shall exist. They determine what 
kinds of horses—-not which horses, but 
which groups—are to be given preference 
on the race course. And since some choice 
must be made by racing management as 
to where this preference shall be given. 
the race course in the long run determines 
the make-up of the breeding industry. The 
reaction of breeders has its subsequent 
and consequent reaction upon the tracks. 
The process is continuous. and its con- 
tinuity should be recognized. 

The three important phases of this 
process which I wish to emphasize are 
claiming races. races for fillies and mares. 
and the current battleground of minimum 
purses. 


CLAIMING RACES. The virtues of 
the claiming race are admitted without 
argument. They are easy to write. easy 
to fill, and they allow a trainer a more 
or less automatic protection against hav- 
ing his horse outclassed. The only trouble 
with them is that they are so numerous: 
the American Turf as a whele has fallen 
into the slovenly habit of accepting a 
preponderance of claiming races simply 
because they are easy. 


I would that 


assume claiming races 
will always be a large proportion of 
American racing- and that they should 


be. But how much is enough. and how 
much is too much? 

Most racing countries have. either by 
custom or by actual regulation. a definite- 
ly prescribed maximum of claiming races, 


or of selling races. which are more com- 
mon in some countries. The English rules. 
for instance, prescribe a maximum of two 
a day. But in North America the per- 
centage ranges from about 60 per cent at 
some of the best tracks up to more than 
90 per cent. T submit that this extreme de- 
pendence upon claiming conditions is a 
major factor adversely affecting the whole 
structure of the Turf. 

The results show up in many ways. 

(1) First—and foremost—a_ program 
of claiming races is less attractive to the 
general public than one in which horses 
are allowed to compete without the stigma 
of being called selling platers. and this 
remains true even when the same horses 
are involved. Claiming races mean medi- 
ocrity, and mediocrity is poor showman- 
ship. Poor showmanship means lower 
revenues, and thus the tradition of medi- 
ocrity is cumulative. 

(2) Horses of medium class—those 
between claiming and stakes class—are 
dispossessed of opportunity by the fact 
that so few non-claiming races are avail- 
able to them. It is argued that breeders 
are producing too many cheap horses. and 
that they are only fit for claiming races.

But the fact is that only 2 or 3 per cent 
of the horses are now racing are consid- 
ered—by the racing secretaries and the 
trainers——to be better than selling platers, 
This is a statistical miscarriage if I ever 
saw one. Horses are what their abilities 
and the condition book allow them to 
become. and certainly if there were fewer 
claiming races there would be fewer sell- 
ing platers. 

(3) The principal effect of the multi- 
plicity of claiming races upon the breeder 
is a depressed market. Of all the vear- 
lings sold in North America last year. I 
doubt whether one in five returned its 
production cost. That is not so bad in it- 
self. since breeding and racing are elimi- 
nation contests from the word go. But the 
significant part of it is that the prices of 
the best yearlings come down in about 
the same proportion as the prices of the 
worst. 


The cause of this is simple. If a year- 
ling just misses stakes class. he almost 
automatically becomes a selling plater 
and it is far cheaper to claim a horse than 
to buy one as a yearling and pay its train- 
ing costs. In England last year the prices 
of good yearlings went up. despite the 
fact that England is in a desperate eco- 
nomic situation and its purses are only a 
fraction of what they are in the United 
States. As long as purses are given ac- 
cording to ability. the breeding industry 
can be maintained on a sound basis. even 
in bad times: but no such situation can 
exist with claiming races in such a ma- 
jority as they now have. 


(4) Claiming races do not attract the 
type of men and women racing needs. 
The people with the fortunate combina- 
tion of means. imagination. and_ sports- 
manship may be attracted. in small num- 
bers. by the possibility of becoming the 
owners of high-class horses. But the prob- 
ability of breaking into this narrow circle 
of horses of stakes class is very low. The 
man who buys 20 yearlings and winds 
up with 20 selling platers is disillusioned. 
He realizes that he has misread the odds 
against him. Tt occurs to him that he has 
heen supporting a trainer and a staff of 
stable hands with very little sporting and 
no financial satisfaction for himself. Un- 
less he is still under the illusion that he 
ean bet his way into the black. you ean 
kiss him goodbye. 


The rest of the racing world finds ways 
and means of running most of its races 
under conditions other than claiming. I 
am not in favor of rules which run coun- 
ter to established traditions: they are only 
spitting against the wind. But it is per- 
haps time for racing commissioners as a 
group to undertake a study of this prob- 
lem. for it is a problem, and a peculiarly

FILLY AND MARE RACES. On the 
subject of races for fillies and mares, I 
shall only remind you, as you often have 
been reminded before. that these are an- 
other of the important contacts which 
make racing and breeding a continuity. 
As all horsemen know. there are no cer- 
tainties—at least. no important ones—in 
the genetics of the Thoroughbred. The 
breeder can only work with probabilities 
and trial and And the highest 
probability | know of in connection with 
breeding for the race course is that good 
race mares will be good broodmares. 


error. 


Hence it is highly important to the 
breeder that the best race mares of every 
crop of foals be given enough opportuni- 
ties to reveal their class. The situation 
in this respect has improved slightly in 
the last dozen years. and I hope it will 
continue to do so. | think—without hav- 
ing made enough of a survey to allow me 
to speak with assurance—that the prin- 
cipal weakness of condition books in gen- 
eral. insofar as filly and mare races are 
concerned. is the lack of sufficient non- 
claiming overnight races for the fillies 
which are just below stakes class. Many 
a good filly goes back to the farm with 
her actual class still undisclosed. because 


she is not good enough to win stakes and 
is too good to be risked in claiming races. 
It is an extremely expensive process for 
the breeder to find the best producers in 
this group simply by trial and error. 

As a final word on this phase. it is 
highly important that the stamina as well 
as the speed of the prospective brood- 
mare should be tested on the race track. 
Among untried broodmares. the best pros- 
pects are those which have speed and 
stamina. Hence the condition books should 
hold out the opportunity for good-class 
fillies and mares to compete against one 
another at the longer distances. up to a 
mile and a quarter and occasionally up 
to a mile and a half. 


THE MINIMUM PURSE. A good 
friend of mine stopped me in Lexington 
a few days ago and asked. “Who’s been 
writing those things in THe BLoop-Horsr 
about minimum purses?” When he had 
my confession. he said. “Well. I just 
want to tell you one thing: You're abso- 
lutely wrong.” 

It is my fortune to be in the minority 
most of the time. That. I hope. is not the 
result of simply being cantankerous. It’s 
more a matter of selection. On subjects 
where [ side with the majority | may 
as well be quiet. But if I am in the 
minority | take the liberty of evangelizing. 
as already demonstrated here today. 


The problem of the minimum purse is 
related closely to the problem of the 
claiming race. for a high minimum will 
ordinarily result in a high proportion of 
claiming events. And the $10,000 horse 
will run for the same purse as the $2.500 
horse. 


I have no opinion to express as to the 
localized controversies which have come 
up lately. L am concerned here only 
with the general concept that. when purses 
have to be moved up or down. it is better 
to push the minimum as high as possible. 
with the result that nearly all races are 
at the same level. Insofar as the breeder 
is concerned—and the owner—this policy 
will bring far worse results than dif- 
ferentiating purses according to the class 
of horses. 


A minimum purse may be all right for 
trainers. They are paid by the owners. 
regardless of whether the horses earn 
enough to pay their own bills. There is an 
essential conflict of interests here. and if 
trainers wish to keep enough owners to 
support them, I think they will have to 
co-operate in setting up conditions which 
will make the sport attractive to owners. 


If a high minimum were simply a ques- 
tion of being fair to the little man in the 
sport. [ would have no word to speak

Horse racing is essentially a game of 
discovering the differences in the abilities 
of horses. It is the last place where a 
socialistic doctrine would be at home 
a doctrine. for instance. which insists that 
because one horse eats as much as an- 
other, he should run for the same amount 
of money. 


These are old subjects. and have been 
batted the lot for years, so I 
shall not labor with them longer.

Racing and Taxation 


(Address on Racing and Taxation. By 
Kk. Dale Shaffer, commissioner from 
Kentucky, and chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Study of State Revenues.) 


For some years it has been the policy 
of the NASRC to assemble data relating 
to taxation of the racing industry. This 
information has been difficult to analyze 
due to the many factors to be considered 
in arriving at reasonable conclusions. In 
addition to the NASRC bulletins, much 
other data of this nature have been pub- 
lished. However, these efforts have been 
too seattered. For this reason, I believe 
our great “must” is to work in the di- 
rection of correlation and current  publi- 
cation and distribution of all matters 
pertaining to the subject. 

As a member of the Committee on 
Pari-Mutuel Taxation last year, upon the 
approval of Chairman Moyer, I assumed 
the responsibility of having the commit- 
tee report prepared and published. 
felt this represented a good beginning on 
a problem that is not only paramount in 
the minds of us as members of the var- 
ious racing commissions, but is one vital 
to all branches of the industry and_ to 
every individual connected with it in any 
capacity, whether he be a breeding farm 
laborer or a racing official. 

This matter of taxation also materially 


affects the many businesses with which 
we, as operators of breeding farms, rac. 
ing stables, tracks, sales agencies, ete., 
transact business. When the tax burden 
becomes too heavy it is felt all the way 
down the line. I need not remind you 
that the taxing agencies in some states 
have seized upon such a great percentage 
of what is left after paying the public 
its share that it is now not only reflected 
in the net profits of the tracks, but in 
the purses offered and the price of Thor- 
oughbreds. Especially during the last 
few years have we noted the decided de- 
crease in the average price of yearlings 
sold at public auction. In 1946, the aver- 
age price was $5,929 and in 1949 it had 
decreased to $2.852. less than half of the 
1946 figure. It costs more than the lat- 
ter amount to properly raise a yearling. 
While the few top yearlings sold _ still 
bring good prices, the price for the mid- 
dle class is constantly decreasing. We 
now find $10.000 and $2,000 horses rae- 
ing for the same purse. 


One need not have anything but good 
common sense to look at the picture for 
the last several years to reach the con- 
clusion that yearling prices as well as 
prices of other Thoroughbreds are defi- 
nitely controlled by the purses offered. 
and that in order for the tracks to put up 
attractive purses they must make a rea-

the days when this was considered wrong 
only when it was done on an in-and-out 
basis. I cannot say personally what stim- 
ulants will do to a horse, never having 
stimulated one. Such stimulants as 1 have 
used on myself have worked all right, 
sometimes remarkably. 

But I find it difficult to believe that so 
many experienced trainers were so badly 
wrong for so many years. It does seem to 
be logic of a sort to say that a horse is 
capable of running only so fast, and that 
nothing can increase his potential or else, 
to quote one source, “Any ordinary handi- 
cap horse could be given a stimulant that 
would enable him to beat Citation every 
time they met.” 

This is a very fetching argument. and 
it has the additional distinction of not 
being what we were talking about. If you 
have a horse that is sound, and_ will 
give you everything he’s got every time 
he gets on the track, I suppose a stimu- 
lant wouldn’t do him any good at all. 
But as I understood the matter. “hop 
horses” were horses which could run but 
weren’t game. The idea wasn’t to make 
them run faster than their potential, which 
is obviously impossible, but to make them 
run as fast as they could. Unscrupulous 
trainers would run a horse cold until 
the odds went up, and then run him hot. 
You want to remember that it was this 
practice. and not any real objection to 
stimulation, which started all the trouble. 
There are other branches of this, of 
course. such as “freezing” an ankle so 
it won't hurt and a horse will run on it 
willingly. 

But to go back, if stimulating a horse 
won't make him run better, why was there 
ever any stimulation to cause the passage 
of rules against stimulation? There’s no 
rule against painting a_horse’s hooves 
green. because that won't do anything for 
him. Think that one over.

TAXATION OUTLOOK 


While all of the decline in pari-mutuel 
play. from the peaks of 1945 and 1946, 
cannot be traced to taxation, tax increases 
in various states definitely have affected 
betting at the tracks. said Ellis Sutton on 
February 6 in addressing the Thorough- 
bred Farm Managers Club at Lexington.

sonable gross profit. If they are to earn 
profit from which the 
purses are paid, too many of these dollars 
cannot be paid out in taxes. While pari- 
mutuel taxation has been uppermost in 
our minds during the past several years 
and especially since 1946, when the big 
“take” in New York began. this tax does 
not represent by any means the total tax 
burden of the racing industry. We should 
not forget the enormous amount of taxes 
paid to federal. state. and local govern- 
ments in the form of licenses. admissions. 


reasonable 


ad valorem, income, and social security 
levies. No one will deny that the various 
states have levied heavy taxes on racing 
in addition to the taxes paid by most 
other industries and it is my opinion that 
the load carried by racing is proportion- 
ately much greater. Add to this the 
amounts coming from racing interests for 
charitable. religious. and educational pur- 
poses. and T feel sure you will find that 
there in no class of industry contributing 
so much of its income. 


While the taxing authorities argue that 
racing taxes are in the luxury class. I 
doubt if they consider the extremely haz- 
ardous nature of all branches of the in- 


dustry when the levying of taxes is at 
issue. Being engaged in the breeding. 


racing, and track operation phases of the 
business, IT am well aware of the many 


hazards connected with each of them. 
Fven though by levying taxes at exorbi- 


tant for the 
first year or so, the experience in some 
of the high-tax states indicates that the 
ultimate result will be to eliminate or 
materially reduce that source from which 
the tax is produced. The report of the 
Committee on Pari-Mutuel Taxation at 
the 1949 meeting of this association most 
certainly proved this to be occurring. The 
states which were examined most closely 
were New York and New Jersey. by rea- 
son of the decided increases in their lev- 
jes on pari-mutuel betting. the 
present trend in these two states, it is 
highly probable that even with the in- 
creased levies it might not be in the too- 
far-distant future that the revenue pro- 
duced will be less than what was col- 
lected under the old rates of tax. 


rates the revenue increases 


Last year we quoted a statement of 
the Pinkerton Detective Agency in our 
committee report to show that legal track 
wagering at New York tracks was being 
diverted to bookmakers. With a $5 mil- 
lion decrease in $100 wagering and ap- 
proximately $15 million decrease in $50 
wagering in 1949, this seems to further 
prove that “smart” money is continuing 
to refuse to go along with a 15 per cent 
tax. In 1945 these two classes of wager- 
ing totalled 155 million, whereas in 1949 


the total was approximately 67 million, 
It is my firm belief that if any material 
increase in rates is levied in a state such 
as my own. Kentucky. having such dif- 
ferent economic conditions and other fae- 
tors not present in New York and New 
Jersey. the hardship from the tracks on 
down to the breeding farms would be 
immediately felt and it would be diffi. 
cult. if not impossible, to earn any net 
profit. 

In conclusion, I wish to emphasize that 
we should keep in mind that the intro-

duction of a bill in a legislature is a sim- 
ple matter, and also that legislation is not 
too difficult to enact into law if some 
formidable opposition is not present. 

In order to successfully oppose even 
bad legislation, good reasons for its de- 
feat. along with a presentation of the 
facts to back them up, are imperative. 
In other words, you cannot go before a 
legislative committee and contend 
you will be put out of business because 
of certain legislation if enacted unless 
you can reasonably prove the ill effects 
of enacting the law. I urge you and all 
other organizations and individuals con- 
nected with the sport to provide means 
through which we may keep ourselves 
informed as to the actual facts regarding 
taxation of racing so that we may be in a 
position to alert ourselves in’ opposition 
to any new pressures to further increase 
the already heavy levies. and to bend our 
efforts toward reduction of these taxes 
where it is evident that the take of the 
taxing authority is unhealthy for the 
sport.

(The Racing Commissioners and_ the 
TRA. By Spencer Drayton, executive sec- 
retary of the Thoroughbred Racing Asso- 
ciations of the United States.) 


You are the overseers of racing. Its 
future is in your hands. Our experience 
with Racing Commissions convinces me 
that this future is in competent hands. 
The National Association of State Racing 
Commissioners, the Thoroughbred Racing 
Associations, and the Thoroughbred Rac- 
ing Protective Bureau have worked very 
closely together—recognizing each others’ 
prerogatives and co-operating in each 
others’ problems. We are very conscious 
of the tremendous contribution to racing 
which has been made by racing commis- 
sions throughout the country. At our an- 
nual TRA meeting in December. 1949. the 
vice president of the United States com- 
mented on the great strides made by the 
Thoroughbred sport in recent years—con- 
gratulating the racing interests of Amer- 
ica for the sincere efforts they have made 
to place this sport on the highest possible 
plane of public approval. Such a condi- 
tion is to a large extent the result of your 
combined efforts .... 

The TRA has the highest ideals and 
the most sincere motives. TRA tracks are 
giving the American public the finest 
racing possible. Without your constant 
support this would have been impossible. 
T wonder how many people really an- 
preciate the joh vou are doing? Tt seems 
to me that too few of us recognize the 
fact that members of the racing commis- 
sions generally serve without salaries— 
even without adequate expenses attendant 
to the normal discharge of their fune- 
tions as commissioners. Tt must he either 
a sincere. unselfish desire to serve vour 
State-——or the sreat love of a grand snort 
which prompts vou to devote so much of 
vour time to the administration of racine. 
And this time is hv no means confined to 
the normal working day. As an example. 
in a recent case. racing commission mem- 
hers worked with our representatives un- 
til the early hours of the morning con- 
tributing to the solution of that case. 
Such co-operation is evident throuchout 
our relationships with racing commission 
memhers who gave so unstintingly of their 
time. 

A problem which has caused consider- 
able confusion of late is that of the ad- 
ministration of the rules of racing re- 
garding stimulations. The present diffi- 
culty seems to stem from an attempt to 
enforce literally a rule which catecorieally 
places responsibility on the trainer for 
the condition of his horses. Tn other words. 
the trainer is the insuror or cuarantor 
that his horse has not heen tampered with.

The interpretations and subsequent rul- 
ings on stimulation cases in different 
states have followed no particular pattern. 
We have no hodge-podge. but by the same 
token, we have no specific precedent to 
guide us. We’re straddling the fence, and 
it seems to me that now would be a good 
time to clarify our thinking and _ elimi- 
nate the present lack of uniformity. 

This confusion is caused. I believe, by 
the fact that stimulation fall into 
two categories—those in which thorough 
investigation has facts con- 
clusively showing the guilt of particular

individuals, and those in which the in- 
vestigation has failed to identify the ac- 


tual offender. 
however. 


In each of these categories. 
a horse has been stimulated. 

In the case of direct proof as to the 
identity of the individual who stimulated 
the horse. the offender should receive a 
severe penalty——there should be no equivo- 
cation. In such cases severe penalties are 
the strongest deterrent racing can devise. 

If, after a complete investigation, there 
is no evidence that the trainer

And so I advocate that in your delibera- 
tions you consider the approach to this 
problem which I have presented. A full 
and complete investigation should be 
made before judgment is ever rendered. 
It is recognized that racing regulations 
can't be interpreted arbitrarily. As 
know, in courts of law a person is pre- 
sumed to be innocent until proof of his 
guilt beyond a reasonable doubt is estab- 
lished. It is undoubtedly the desire of rac- 
ing officials to give participants the same 
consideration. When proof of a person’s 
euilt is established. racing officials should 
apply the proper penalty and not be 
swayed by influence, position, or pity.

At the 
annual meeting of the TRA a comprehen- 
sive and aggressive program was adopted. 
which will do much to improve 
public relations.

Since T have been with Thoroughbred 
racing, I have witnessed a number of 
changes for the better. Many race track 
managements have inaugurated and _ car- 
ried out scores of improvements designed 
to insure the integrity of the sport and 
the comfort of the patron. The TRPB 
owes its existence to such farsighted and 
realistic thinking on the part of track 
management. 

For some time we have been furnish- 
ing you and our member tracks special 
reports on individuals who, in my _ opin- 
ion. have forfeited their rights to par- 
ticipate as licensees, employees, or spec- 
tators in the sport of Thoroughbred rac- 
ing. In each case I have strongly recom- 
mended that you deny licenses to the sub- 
jects of these reports. Notwithstanding my 
recommendation in these cases. [ recognize 
it is your responsibility to consider the 
facts and your prerogative to take such 
action as you deem warranted. 

You may encounter opposition to any 


firm stand taken against such undesir- 
ables. Venal politicians and professional 


sentimentalists may cry out in defense of 
these chiselers. 1 feel sure, however, that 
such deceptive influences will have no 
effect on your judicial approach to these 
cases.

It is in you 
that all of us in racing—participants. em- 
ployvees. and patrons—must repose con- 
fidence for the intelligent and fair admin- 
istration of an honest sport and spectacle. 


Public Relations 


(Racing and Public Relations. By A. S. 
Drew, commissioner from Louisiana, and 
chairman of the committee on public re- 
lations.) 


... Your committee desires to submit. 
among many other features, five points. 
important, in our opinion. to publie rela- 
lions: 


Reaching new patrons. 

2. Dissemination of true facts. 

3. True, honest, and universal appli- 
cation of the laws of racing. 

4. Personal comfort of patrons. 

5. Appointment and selection of honest 
and loyal employees. 


NEW PATRONS ... One of the best 
examples of this is the New Orleans track 
which is confined solely to the limits of 
the city, which is neither large nor too 
rich. The management of this track, to- 
gether with the assistance of the commis- 
sion, has systematically, for the last few 
years, put on special days as an Orange 
Growers Day, naming a race, and having 
a trophy presented by the Orange Queen; 
a Texas Day, which deals with our neigh- 
boring State of Texas, and every race 
during that day is named for a city in 
Texas, with a proper trophy. 

Texas Day has proved to be one of 
the most profitable days for the Fair 
Grounds during the season, and it is not 
only enjoyed by the people of Texas. but 
it brings to the track new faces, new 
money, and new people, who are ex- 
posed, at least, to racing, and have the 
opportunity to become racing fans... . 
The field is unlimited, and only a few 
of the opportunities are suggested herein, 
but this could be developed into a worth- 
while project at every track... . 
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DISSEMINATION OF FACTS... It 
might be noted that in the annual report 
of each commission, there is set out the 
amount bet, the amount returned, and 
the amount received by the commission 
for the State tax, and other hard and set 
figures that mean very little to the pub- 
lic, who are not informed on racing, but 
to the contrary, furnish fuel to the op- 
ponents of racing. Little is said in these 
reports about the benefits that are derived 
from the tax money and the manner in 
which the tax money is spent, and the 
omission of this feature eliminates from 
the track and the commission their one 
answer in rebuttal. 

We are greatly impressed by a brochure 
that was published by the racing com- 
mission of Florida, in which they enum- 
erated, in detail. where the tax money 
was spent. Pictures were inserted show- 
ing schools. playgrounds. swimming pools. 
fire stations, and other improvements that 
were built solely by funds from racing 
.... This particular report reached into 
every county in Florida. and in the opin- 
ion of this committee it evidenced the 
finest example of public relations pos- 

It is not hard to understand — that 
an uninformed person, whether he is a 
patron of the race track or not, would 
understand that this sport and the bene-

RACING LAWS. We people in racing 
know that the commissions of the several 
states are honestly operated, that any mis- 
take that might be made is an honest 
mistake, and we also realize that the rules 
of racing are different, 
in the different states, but we also realize 
that there is no universal application of 
these rules. Whether this is caused by 
different opinions of the commissions or 
the past practices of the commission, in 
our opinion, it is hard for the general 
public to understand this difference.

We will cite as an example the doping 
of horses, which is rare in all states, but 
when it is detected, we find that one 
state will render a 30-day suspension, an- 
other 60 days, that some states suspend 
for a year, and others revoke licenses in- 
definitely. 

The general public hardly understands 
these diversified rulings for the reason

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Any person frequenting the tracks has 
heard, on too numerous occasions, the 
complaint of the public and the patrons 
as to the inconvenience they are forced to 
suffer in order to have the privilege of see- 
ing a horse race. A great many become 
so dissatisfied that they give up the pleas- 
ure and thereby the licensee. as well as 
the commission and the state, lose that 
revenue. 

We appreciate the fact that the con- 
cessionaires pay for the privilege to the 
tracks, and that two profits are coming 
out of the sales instead of the normal 
one, but this hardly justifies the exorbitant 
prices that are charged for common. 
everyday articles, and there is no justi- 
fication for the lack of drinking fountains. 
clean restrooms, and convenient rest- 
rooms. 


EMPLOYEES. This might seem at first 
blush to be a function of the operators 
of the race tracks, but in a great many 
states the appointments of employees and 
officials are ratified and approved by the 
commission, and in that supervisory juris- 
diction we have the right to reject unde- 
sirables, if not the right to select... . 

Racing has done a wonderful job in 
cleaning up the sport, and we are not en- 
titled to be on the defensive ever again 
in regard to the honest conduct of the 
race tracks in this country; but unless 


we are very careful in selecting honest 
and loyal employees, all the good work 
that has been accomplished in the last 
few years will be lost by the actions of 
those employees who resort to touting or 
uttering slanderous statements of im- 
proper conduct by jockeys or owners... . 

It should definitely be impressed on 
every employee, from the top to the bot- 
tom, that racing is a business that re- 
quires the loyalty of every employee, and 
any employee who fails to realize this 
very necessary thing should be imme- 
diately relieved of his job and replaced by 
a man who realizes that he is a member 
of a team. working for a common 
cause ....
